Godsey also stated thit Hazard got the 
zoning Job done In time, since 31 to sms In the state are now 
waiting for the services of the Department of Economic Devel- 
opment’s Division of Planning and Zoning 
The InformaUon publmhed here Is from a booklet, Understind- 
Ing Zoning, prepared by Department of Economic Development, 
Division of Planning and Zoning. 

Zoning a city Is like palnning a house, except on a larger 
re lie In planning a house, it Is customary to plan an area for 
each of our uses of tho house. A service area is provided for 
in which cooking, eating and laundry activities are conducted 
A living area la planned for ontertilnlng and relaxing A third 
area Is pianne<1 for sleeping. It would be inconsistent to assign 
either of these thro# function# to tho area rosorvod for tha 
other in tho house 

So it is with our ehy There art throe baalc uses of luid 
carried on in tho city They aro for homo aitos, for tho conduct 
of business, and for induatriol sites Zoning has doaignatad the 
areas of Haaird which are beet suited for each use and reaerves 
thoao areas for that use By tho eotabliohlng oi aonos fur each 



type of u'e. asfurance is provided that rcsidenti 1 values will 
not be reducted by having undesirable uses of land placed 
alongside them; that industrial land will not be subdivided into 
lots ttl.t are too small for indu-strial ui-e, and that business uses 
will have areas Ino which to expand without affecting residon- 
tial areas. 

A zanlng ordinance ordinarily providew for three general 
rlissificiations of districts which are: residence district, busi- 
ness district and industrial district. In the residential district 
buildings are permitted along with churches, schools, public 
libraries, truck gardening and limilar usea w'hich we like to 
have neir our living quarters 

The business districi is Just that— the place where busi- 
ness is conducted in the city In this district the Planning Com- 
misaion propose* that any retail business or service shall be 
permitted In the central business district, of cuurae, business 
buiklingi could be built right out to tha front and side lot line. 

Highway BusinoM 

Zoning ordiaances often specify an additional commercial 
district called local or highway business dlstrits. In this type 
of district would be permitted most of tho types of businesses 
that ar# permitted in tl\e central bumneis. However, these busi- 
nesMos would be required to have a subatantial sot-back from 
tho highwiy and off-atroot parkiivg apace These iHstrtcts aro 
proposed for the areas slong principal highways. Not^^ thla 
area would bo soned for business since much ofV ^^and 
ahould bo, roaidontial Only that area which is suitable^j|^ito- 



mobile mnportfd business would be zoned for thk use. 

The la?t type of district is th** indu'trlal distrkt, iu which 
general manufacturing. Aarehnuslng, wholesaling, aad storage 
sre permitted. Since ullroad trackage is essentll to maay of 
these use*, much of tht area along the railreada wilkla the 
city would.be Included.

From 1877 to 1890 he served in th»* United 
States House, six years as speaker. He entered 
the United States Senate in 1890, resigning in 
1893 to become secretary of treasury. There 
his gold “bulliou” stand lost him much of his 
widesprc;:d support in Kentucky. 

Carlisle lived out his last years m self- 
imposid .exile in Nca- York City. Lpoii his death 
in 1910. he was removed to Kentucky and 
buried in Linden Grove Cemetery in Covington, 
w'.'.rre he now lies with other members of, his 
family.

One of Kenturky’s most "beloved” of poli- 
tician sons was probably John G. Ciriisle of 
Covington, whose popularity was only dimmed 
in his later years, folio a ing adoption of golt- 
standard views as secretary of trea.vary in 
Grover Cleveland’s second administration.

H'.s reputation as a Lawyer began almost 
immcdl trly, providing him wi*hin a remark- 
ably short time with one of 'he inos; lucrative 
practices in Covlrgien 

He entered politics in 1859 as a ^u'-ce'.s- 
ful candidate to the Sta-e House, lie served in 
the Hou'-e for two years 

During the War Between the Sla'ics. C r- 
lisle was neutral, neither favoring the North 
nor the SouLh. Toward the end &f the war as 
the Federal grip on Kentucky stiffened, Car- 
lisle, however, sided with those who piote-'ted 
the high-handed methods of the Union "Army 
of Occupation.’ 

He was elected to the State Senate in 1865
